A PROCLAMATION 


By the 
GOVERNOR 
4 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama, at the Extra Session 1939, 
ordered an election to be held by 
the qualified electors of the State 
of Alabama upon a certain proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama, which said amendment is 
herein set out, and ordered that 
said election be held on the Second 
Tuesday after the expiration of 
three months from and after the 
final adjournment of the session of 
the Legislature at which said 
amendment was proposed; and 

WHEREAS, the Second Tuesday 
after three months from and after 
the final adjournment of said Ex- 
tra Session of the Legislature will 
be and occur on Tuesday, July 1, 
1939; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elee- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law and 
by the provisions of the Act sub- 
mitting said Amendment, to be giv- 
en by a proclamation of the Gov- 
ernor to be published in each Coun. 
ty in the State of Alabama once a 
week for four successive weeks 
next preceding the sald Jlth day 
of July, 1939: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Frank M, 
Dixon, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day, the 11th day of July, 1939, an 
election will be held at the sev- 
eral polling places within the State 
of Alabama, in the manner and 
form provided by law, upon the fol 
lowing amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Alabama of 
1901, as follows: 

“All sessions of the Legislature 
shall be held at the Capitol in the 
Senate Chamber and in the Hadll of 
the House of Representatives; un- 
less at any time it should from any 
cause become impossible or danger- 
ous for the Legislature to meet or 
remain at the Capitol or for the 
Senate to meet or remain in the 
Senate Chamber, or for the Repre- 
sentatives to meet or remain in the 
Hall of the House of Representa- 
tives, In which case the Governor 
may convene the Legislature, or re- 
move it after it has convened, to 
some other place, or may designate 
some other place for the sitting of 
the respective houses, or either of 
them, as necessity may require. 

“The Legislature shall convene on 
the second Tuesday in January next 
succeeding their election and shall 
remain in session for not longer 
than ten consecutive calendar days, 
No business can be transacted at 
such sessions except the organiza- 
tion of the Legislature, the election 
of officers and the appointment of 
standing committees of the Senate 
and the House of Representatives 
for the ensuing four. years, which 
election and appointment may, how- 
ever, also be made at such other 
times as may be necessary, the 
opening and publication of the re- 
turns and the ascertainment and 
declaration of the results of the 
election for Governor, Lieutenant- 
Governor, Attorney General, State 
Auditor, Secretary of State, State 
Treasurer, Superintendent of Educa- 
tion and Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Industries, the election of 
such officers in the event of a tie 
vote, the determination of contest- 
ed elections for such offices, the 
judging of the election returns and 
qualifications of the members of 
the Legislature, and the inaugura- 
tion of the Governor and the other 
elected State officers whose terms 
of office are concurrent with that 
of the Governor. At the beginning 
of each such organization session, 
and at such other times as may be 
necessary, the Senate shall elect 
one of its members president pro 
tempore thereof, to preside over its 
deliberations in the absence of the 
Lieutenant-Governor, and the House 
of Representatives shall elect one of 
its members as Speaker, to preside 
over its deliberations, The Presi- 
dent of the Senate and the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives 
shall each hold his respective of- 
fice until his successor has been 
elected and qualified. 

“The Legislature shall convene in 
regular sessions on the first Tues- 
day in May of 1943 and on the 
first Tuesday in May in each sec. 
ond year thereafter, until the date 
of meeting shall have been changed 
by Act of the Legislature and ap- 
proved by the Governer. No such 
regular session shall continue for 
longer than sixty consecutive cal- 
endar days. 

“No special session of the Legis- 
lature convened in the manner pro- 
vided by this Constitution shall 
continue for longer than thirty con- 
secutive calendar days. 

“The pay of members of the Leg- 
islature shall be ten dollars for each 
day during the period in which the 
Legislature is in session but not ex- 
ceeding in any event the number of 
calendar days for which the Legis- 
lature is authorized to be in ses- 
sion, Each member of the Legis- 
lature shall be paid ten cents per 
mile in going from his residence to, 
and in returning to his residence 
from, the seat of government, to 
be computed by the nearest usual 
route traveled, and not more than 
one such travel allowance shall be 
paid for each session of the Legis 
lature. 

“The provisions of this Constitu- 
tion in conflict herewith are here- 
by modified to conform to the pro- 
visions of this amendment. 

“The provisions of this amend- 
ment shall become effective at the 


Thursday, June 15, 1939 
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beginning of the term of the mem. 
bers of the Legislature eleeted at 
the General Election in 1942."

said election be held on the See. 
ond Tuesday after the expiration 
of three months from and after the 
final adjournment of the session of 
the Legislature at which said 
amendment was proposed; and 

WHERBAS, the Second Tuesday 
after three months from and after 
the final adjournment of said Ex- 
tra Session of the Legislature will 
be and occur on Tuesday, July 11, 
1939; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such eleec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment js required by law and 
by the provisions of the Act sub- 
mitting said Amendment, to be giv- 
en by a proclamation of the Gover- 
nor to be published In each-Coun- 
ty in the State of Alabama once a 
week for four successive weeks 
next preceding the said llth day 
of July, 1939; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Frank M. 
Dixon, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day, the 1lth day of July, 1939, an 
election will be held at the several 
polling places within the State of 
Alabama, in the manner and form 
provided by law, upon the follow- 
ing amendment to the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama of 1901, as 
follows: 

“Section 190, The Legislature 
shall pass Jaws not inconsistent 
with this Constitution to regulate 
and govern elections. and all such 
laws shall be uniform throughout 
the State except that the Legisla- 
ture may, by general or local law, 
permit the use of yoting machines 
or other mechanical devices, for 
registering, recording and comput- 
ing the votes at all elections, in- 
cluding primary elections, in any 
county, municipality, or other po- 
litical sirbdivision of the State, un- 
der such regulations provided by 
general law with reference thereto 
as the Legislature may from time 
to time prescribe; and shall pro- 
vide by law for the manner of 
holding elections and of ascertain- 
ing the result of the same, and 
shall provide general registration 
laws not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this article for the regis- 
tration of all qualified electors 
from and after the first day of Jan- 
uary, nineteen hundred and three. 
The Legislature shall also make 
provision by law, not inconsistent 
with this article, for the regulation 
of primary elections and for punish- 
ing frauds at the same, but shall 
not make primary elections com- 
pulsory. The Legislature shall by 
law provide for purging the regis- 
tration list of the names of those 
who die, become insane, or con- 
victed of crime, or otherwise dis- 
qualified as electors under the pro- 
visions of this Constitution, and of 
any names which may have been 
fraudulently entered on such list 
by the registrars; provided, that a 
trial by jury may be had on the

PAUL WRITES PERSONAL 
LETTERS 


LESSON TEXT—II Timothy 1;1-6; 
Philemon 1-7, 21, 22. 

GOLDEN TEXT—Study to show thy- 
self approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed, rightly di- 
MeL the word of truth.—II Timothy 


Letters—what interest we all take 
jn them! We go to town to get the 
mail, or we stop our work at the fa- 
miliar signal of the postman, Too 
little thought {s given to the possi- 
bility that our letters may be a 
means of blessing in God's hand, 
Paul has given us model Christian 
epistles, 

In considering our lesson it {s dif- 
ficult to indicate specific verses, but 
the reader can readily identify the 
truth taken from the lesson under 
each division. 

I, Remembrance. 

Paul did not write letters which 
were Impersonal and distant in spir- 
it. The warmth of a loving heart, 
the refreshing recollection of past 
fellowship, a genuine interest in the 
Joys and sorrows of his brethren 
put love into every sentence of his 
letters, 

We need to learn the art of writ- 
ing letters. Even so-called business 
communications may often carry a 
touch of encouragement or inspi- 
ration. Personal letters should 
certainly be a constant medium of 
keeping bright the flame of affec- 
tion between parents and children, 
brothers and sisters, and Christian 
friends separated by distance, 

Observe that the remembrance of 
Paul had to do with both personal 
and spiritual matters, and note how 
naturally and easily the two blend. 
There should be no need of being 
offensively ‘‘preachy”’ in writing let- 
ters. The personal and spiritual in- 
terests of our lives should be so 
close together that we normally 
and without effort can put them 
forth as one in spirit, 

II, Inspiration. 

Who. has not had the unforgetta- 
ble experience of receiving a letter 
just when its cheering word was 
needed. Many a man has been saved 
from despair and possible destruc- 
tion by such ‘a word fitly spoken"’ 
which is ‘‘like apples of gold in pic- 
tures of silver'’ (Proy. 25:11), "A 
word spoken in due season, how 
good is it!" (Prov. 15:23). 

We enjoy receiving such letters— 
do we make an effort to write them 
to others? Or do we excuse our- 
selves by saying, ‘You know I am 
such a poor letter-writer!'’ when the 
fact is that we are probably lazy or 
indifferent. to the needs of our 
friends? 

Notice that Paul's inspiration and 
instruction to his friends revolved 
around two @oints—his constant 
prayers on their behalf and his falth- 
ful presentation of the teaching of 
God's Word. If we would follow his 
example we must first really pray 
and then study God's Word for our- 
selves before we shall be ready to 
pass it on to others. 

Ill. Admonition. 

Scolding has no place in a letter, 
but kindly admonition is quite in or- 
der. Paul improved every oppor- 
tunity to urge his readers to per- 
sonal piety, Christian fellowship, at- 
tendance upon the means of grace, 
prayer, and the study of God’s 
Word. He also urged his young 
brother in the Lord's service to “stir 
up the gift of God’’ which was in 
him. The Influence of the world, 
the pressure of work, or some bur- 
den of spirit might cause a man to 
bog down in the slough of despond 
or of mediocrity. A letter from a 
true Christian friend at such a time 
might well be the means in God's 
hand of renewing holy resolves and 
of stimulating renewed endeavor, Do 
you think of someone who js waiting 
for that kind of a letter from you? 

IV. Co-operation. 

Friendship and fellowship are not 


one-sided. The very words demand: 


the existence and interaction of two 
personal beings. “A man that hath 
friends must show himself friendly” 
(Prov. 18:24). Paul recognized this, 
and when he wrote to Philemon he 
gave him opportunity to respond in 
loving obedience to a request while 
at the same time he showed the 
highest degree of Christian consid- 
eration and courtesy toward Phile- 
mon. The epistle is a ‘masterpiece 
of persuasive tact and delicacy and 
an enduring model of truest Chrig- 
tian courtesy” (Ellicott), 

No right thinking person {s satis- 
fied to be the constant recipient of 
the love and thoughtfulness of anoth- 
er with no opportunity to recipro- 
cate. The smaliest child or the hum- 
blest individual who must receive 
help wants to show his loving ap- 
preciation. A considerate friend will 
therefore open such an opportunity, 
not as a command or in a spirit of 
expecting something in return, but 
as an act of Christian courtesy,

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PH BPAMILY PIG—The tarm- 
ers in this section of the State 
think about pigs and hogs in 
terms of droves ov litters, Most 
of us cannot do much thinking 
about just one pig as we have 
never been that low in the hog 
business. We prow our hogs by 
the droves and we sometimes 
make quite a lot of money on our 
hogs, ‘That is all right if you can 
ao it, but many of us are not so 
fixed that we can care for a drove 
of hogs. What I am trying to 
say in this paragraph is intended 
for the farmer or the town dwell- 
ev who cannot keep a drove of 
pigs bul who has room for one 
ov two pigs, I believe that every 
form family in this section should 
have at least one pig. Lf! you live 
on & farm or in the edge of town 
you can nave one pig if not more, 
The modern housewife might say 
that there is no place around her 
home for a pig, but the progress- 
ive housewife who wishes to have 
something in this life would tell 
you that she has many places fo 
pigS and that she uses ali her 
Wiste in feeding her pigs. Any 
furmer can buy a pig for two dol- 
lars or he can trade for one if he 
really wants it, If you are too 
trifling to own a pig I guess there 
is no redemption for you but I’m 
tiving to tell you that any man 
cén own a pig if he wants one, 

* + + * * 

WHERE TO PLACK A FAM- 
ILY PIG—It is entirely possible 
tnat your neighbors will complain 
if you have a pig too near them 
but it can be arranged if you have 
the proper determination. We all 
look on the pig as being very un- 
sanitary but you can have him 
without the filth or odor if you 
Will only try, Jt you must place 
your pig in a small pen I would 
Suggest that you build the floor 
about two feet from the ground. 
This pen should be as far from 
the home as you can get without 
naking it too far off to look af- 
ler your pig as you should, If 
there are no neighbors to object 
I would suggest that you have the 
pen 200 feet from your home, If 
there are neighbors to be consid- 
ered then put it as far off as you 
cén without getting in a row with 
your neighbors, But the one thing 
we must remember is to have the 
pig and then make conditions 
good, If you have the room I 
would not have a small pig pen, 

* * * * * 

HOW TO KEEP A PIG PEN 
CLEAN—It is pretty hard to keep 
a pig pen clean but it can be 
done, If you use a good size pen 
without any floor in it you should 
keep water out of the pen except 
just enough for the pig to drink 
anc you should keep the pen dry 
if you can. Your pig pen should 
be swept twice each week and all 
the fertilizer taken up and thrown 
into a@ pen built for that purpose. 
You might have a feed trough for 
your pig and a wallowing trough 
as you cannot afford to have a 
niud hole in your pig pen, If 
you use a floored pen you will 
have a different proposition, Your 
floored pen should be covered with 
clean earth each day. If you will 
build your pen with a slope to 
the floor the dirt will work itself 
cut the back side of the pen with 
just a little help. I would sug- 
gest that your side planks do not 
come very near the floor. There 
should be just as much room as 
pessible between the floor and the 
wall plank. This will give you 
room to clean out the pen, Your 
feed trough should be at the high 
end of the pen and the dirt which 
you place in the pen should be 
kept back of the trough, A scoop 
should be kept by the pen so you 
can throw in some fresh dirt every 
Cay and a hoe should be used to 
rake it out with if the pig does 
not push it out with his nose. A 
Pig kept in this way will not cre- 
ate an offensive odor and will not 
breed flies. As the dirt is raked 
irom the pen it should be stored 
in a dry place or scattered over 
patches where it will be used im- 
raediately. If you have sawdust 
available you might use it instead 
of dirt but I prefer the dirt if it 
is handy and if it is sandy. Of 
course you would not use clay or 
sticky mud. You can use lime or 
scme kind of spray to keep the 
flles down and to keep the odor 
down but I believe just common 
old dirt is about the best thing 
you can use. Pelase remember 
that you must use it freely and 
clean your pen at regular inter- 
vals. Be sure to have the floor 
tight and have it so all the dirt 


will come out on the back side.

futten faster on a floored pen than 
it will on the ground. We have 
tun & few experiments on this 
subject and my experience has 
taught me that it is not best to 
place & young pig on a floor, 
Young pigs will not do well on a 
floored pen but a grown pig’ will 
do fine, If you start off with a 
small pig I would suggest that 
you put him on the ground until 
atter he is six months old, If 
you start off with a grown pig 
end wish to fatten him you should 
put him on a floor to begin with, 
There are only a few simple rules 
to follow in building a floor in 
your pig pen. Make the floor so 
tight that nothing can fall through 
the cracks, Have the floor slop- 
ing enough for the waste to drift 
to the back of the pen, Have the 
walls just as far from the floor 
ag you can without letting the pig 
out, I would also suggest that 
you have a two-inch piece of ium- 
ber running down the sides of the 
pen so the dirt cannot waste out 
on the sides, You must arrange 
ior all the waste to go out at the 
back of the pen, ‘The back of 
your floor should be even in 
length so you will not have any 
trouble in keeping the waste to- 
gether. I also like to have a wide 
trough arranged so that it will 
catch all the dirt and waste that 
falls from the pig pen floor, It 
is much easier to scoop the dirt 
up from this trough than to take 
it up from the ground, If your 
pig pen floor is properly construct- 
ed you can keep your pen very 
neat and clean, 
* * * * * 

FEED TROUGHS—Did you ever 
watch your neighbor as he slopped 
his pigs? Do you get the feed all 
over your clothes and all over the 
pigs when you try to feed them? 
Most of us do and it is all be- 
cause we do not do any thinking, 
When you build your pig pen place 
the trough at the high end of the 
pen and build the trough so it will 
stick out on the side of the pen 
for about one foot. If this is done 
you can walk up to the pen and 
pour in the slop without being 
tothered by the pig. If you must 
pour the slop over the fence in 
the trough the pig will try to take 
the bucket away from you and you 
will waste as much feed as you 
put into the trough. Only about 
three minutes of your time will 
be required to extend the trough 
out as above suggested. You can- 
not keep a pig pen clean if you 
pour half your feed on the pig 
ren floor, There is no necessity 
for your wasting the first particle 
of this feed if you will do the thing 
right. 

* * * * *” 

PROFIT OF THE FAMILY PIG 
—The amount of profit you make 
from your pig will depend on how 
well you attend to the pig’ and 
how much feed you give him. 
There are farmers in the northern 
end of the State who never try 
to fatten more than two pigs each 
year and they grow these pigs so 
large that the two will make all 
the meat and lard that family 
needs, ll the waste from your 
kitchen and your garden may be 
turned into meat if you will only 
do your part, There is not a fam- 
ily in this section who does not 
have enough waste to carry one 
pig or more, You can make that 
pig as fat as you like and unless 
you have a pig or pigs you are 
not doing your best for the fam- 
ily. With our modern methods 
ot storage you can sell your pigs 
at any time. So kill or sell as fast 
®s you can and get another one,

Five Amendments Are te. | 
Be Considered July 11th; 


Two Are Reviewed Here 


There are five proposed Amend- 
ments to our State Constitution 
which will be voted on at the 
special election to be held July 11, 

The Legislature yoted over- 
Whelmingly to submit these amend- 
ments to the people of Alabama 
because they belieyed in them and 
in the objectives which will be 
accomplished by their adoption, 

An explanation is in order so 
that the people of the State will 
have in mind the exact purposes 
to be accomplished by these 
amendments, 

Amendment No, 1 

Amendment No, 1 permits the 
Legislature, by law, to make it 
possible for any person charged 
with a felony, except in capital 
cases, to enter a plea of guilty and 
begin serving his sentence without 
awaiting a grand jury indictment. 
Under the present system there 
are always many persons lying in 
jail awaiting the next session of 
the grand juries, since under our 
law now in effect there must be 
& grand jury indictment before 
uny plea of guilty can be taken, 
These prisoners are placed in un- 
necessary hardship, and the public, 
of course, bears the costs of their 
long confinement, After the stay 
in jail awaiting indictment, they 
are not given credit for the period 
they have lain in Jail, but start 
f£erving the full term of whatever 
sentence is given them, 

The Amendment would do away 
with this unnecessary waiting pe- 
riod, thereby making the system 
rnore humane and preventing a 
needless expense to our people. 

In order that there may be no 
possible abuse, through coercion 
of persons charged with crime, the 
Amendment specifically. provides 
that no plea of guilty can be en- 
tered within fifteen days after ar- 
rest and then only after counsel 
has been selected by the prisoner 
or appointed by the court. The 
rights of persons wishing to plead 
not guilty would in no way be 
effected, but grand jury sessions 
with their attendant expense 
would be substantially shortened 
and further savings would be ac- 
complished in reduction of the ex- 
pense of subpoenaing witnesses. 

There is no possible logical ar- 
gument against the Amendment. 
Its adoption would mean more 
treatment of prisoners 
ond a savings to the people of 
the State. 

Amendment No, 2 

Amendment No, 2 is the so-call- 
ed Pardon, Probation, and Parole 
Amendment, Under the present 
law all power with reference to 
pardons and paroles, commutation 
of death sentences and reprieves, 
is vested in the Governor of Ala- 
bama, There are certain cases in 
which he must ask the advice of 
8 statutory pardon and parole 
board consisting of the Attorney 
General, the Secretary of State, 
end the State Auditor, but he is 
not in any way bound by their 
decision, and the burden of the 
final decision rests on him, The 
effect of this, in view of the large 
number of persons in our peniten- 
tiaries, is to place a burden on the 
shoulders of the Governor which 
renders it impossible for him to 
see to it that the pardon and pa- 
role system is fairly administered 
without taking up such a large 
percentage of his time that he is 
unable to perform many of the 
other duties on his shoulders, 

Under the present system, fur- 
thermore, there is no provision for 


moving from the Guvernor all pow- 
er except to reprieve or commute 
Sentences in cases involving the 
death penalty, and to create a 
hon-political pardon board to as- 
Sume the functions removed from 
the Governor, It also permits the 
Legislature to pass legislation au- 
thovizing trial judges to suspend 
sentences and place prisoners on 
probation, 

Under this Amendment the Leg- 
islature has the power to install 
in Alabama a@ modern pardon, pro- 
bation and parole system, Hn- 
abling legislation will be propos- 
ed in the July session setting up, 
as heretofore stated, an all-time 
State parole board composed of 
three full time members, who will 
he charged with the duty of classi- 
fying all prisoners, make careful 
Studies of their environment and 
background and the possibility of 
their reclamation, with the duty 
of releasing those who should be 
released and retaining in prison 
those who should be retained, sub- 
ject, of course, to the terms of 
the sentences, The prison load of 
*,600 prisoners makes necessary 
a three-man board. ‘The system, 
which was recommended by the 
Federal Government, removes the 
granting of paroles from politics, 
restores fairness and humanity 
into the treatment of those pris- 
oners who are confined in peniten- 
tiaries, and will mean a new day 
in the Alabama penal system. It 
makes it possible for each case 
lo be studied and analyzed by spe- 
Cialists, as contrasted with the 
present political system, removing 
an impossible burden from the 
shoulders of the Governor, Inci- 
centally, it also prevents the use 
of the pardon and parole power 
toward building a political ma- 
chine and forever does away with 
the parole racket in our State, 

Investigation shows beyond ques- 
tion that where paroling is done 
only after proper classification and 
investigation, and the parolee is 
placed under proper supervision, 
only 34% per cent of prisoners on 
parole commit other crimes and 
are later returned to prison. Un- 
der the indiscriminate haphazard 
system now in effect in Alabama, 
of parole without classification or 
supervision, as a natural result, a 
large percentage are returned for 
additional crimes. 

The enabling act setting up the 
State parole board will provide 
for a force of trained employees, 
paid by the State, and operating 
under orders of the State Depart- 
ment of Corrections and Institu- 
tions, to furnish adequate super- 
vision for parolees, and to ussist 
the Circuit Courts in probation 
work, 

Probation, which is an entirely 
different thing from parole, will, 
under the enabling acts, be placed 
under the judges of the Circuit 
Courts, assisted by trained proba- 
tion officers subject to their orders, 

One alarming feature of our 
prison system is that about 80 per 
cent of our prison population con- 
sists of first offenders, and about 
17 per cent are under the age of 
twenty-one years. To give the 
exact figures, of the 5,884 prison- 
ers serving sentences for felonies 
at the beginning of the present 
fiscal year, 1,023, or 17 per cent, 
were under twenty-one and in the 
preceding year, of the 2,277 pris- 
oners committed for felonies, 489, 
or 21 per cent, were minors at the 
time of conviction. In addition to 
the 5,884 serving sentences for fel- 


probation or suspension of sentence 
and so each person convicted, 
whether first offender or hardened 
criminal, must go to the peniten- 
tiary to serve his sentence, There

cnies, there were 765 county pris- 
ecners serving misdemeanor gsen- 
tences at the State prison camps. 
Of that total, 127, or 16.6 per cent, 
were minors and 202, or 26.4 per

& consequence of our present sys- 
tem the prison population of Ala- 
bama has become far larger than 
it should be and far larger than 
it is in comparable States, 

The Amendment simply permits 


twenty-one and twenty-five years, 
Of the 6,659 in prison at the be- 
ginning of the year, 77.1 per cent 
were first offenders. At the pres- 
ent time the prison population has 
grown to 7,600. 

There is no adequate segregation 
of first offenders and our peniten-

CORN SELLS HIGH WHEN FED 
TO HENS, 4-H RECORDS SHOW 


Seven poultry demonstrators in 
the county who are keeping defi- 
nite records on small flocks of 
hens show that they can sell corn 
for over $2 per bushel during’ the 
month of May by feeding it to 
hens, These flocks range in num- 
bers from 45 to 90 hens each, 

The following is a report of the 
Summary for all seven flocks, 
which consist of a total of 446 
hens, for the month of May: Total 
No, of eggs, 8,904; eggs per bird, 
19,96; total feed cost, $62.93; feed 
cost per dozen eggs, $.08; selling’ 
price per dozen, $.19; total value 
of eggs produced, $141.45; return 
wbove feed cost, $78.52, 

Hayes Deal, 4-H boy of Zion 
Chapel club, owns 57 of the above 
hens, and reports a profit above 
feed cost for last month of $10.49, 
according to J, B, Washington, as- 
sistant county agent. ‘This flock 
started production last Septem- 
ber. Hayes says he has already 
made a profit of $95.00 on this 
small flock of hens. He has rais- 
ed 50 more pullets this spring 
which will begin to lay in Septem- 
ber of this year, Hayes buys only 
one-fourth of his feed by using 
corn, corn meal and mash sup- 
plement,

In case & person does not like 
i certain vegetable or does not 
have the amount of products to 
can as set up in the budget, some 
other product may be substituted, 
The figures are given you for a 
guide to go by in making your 
selections and also to provide a 
well-balanced diet, 

The following budget is a mini- 
mum number of cans for a fam- 
ily a five: 

Tomatoes, 100 quarts, 

String beans, 50 quarts, 

Lima beans, 20 quarts, 

Wield peas, 25 quarts, 

Mnglish peas, 25 quarts, 

Beets, 10 quarts, 

Corn, 50 pints. 

Carrots, 20 pints, 

Okra, 20 pints, 

Squash, 10 pints, 

Soup mixture, 50 quarts, 

Berries, 50 quarts, 

Peaches, 75 quarts, 

Pears and apples, 50 quarts, 

Grapes, 5 quarts, 

Fruit juices, 50 quarts, 

Pickles, 20 quarts. 

Preserves, jellies and 

lades, 50 pints, 

Pork, 50 quarts, 

Beef, 50 quarts, 

Chicken, 10 quarts, 

A grand total of 640 quarts and 
150 pints of vegetables, fruits and 
meats are needed for one year’s 
Supply, We should can some extra 
for company and in case a bad 
crop year should follow, 

To figure a budget for a family
